USED A DYNAMITE BOMB. 


A Dastardly Attempt to Blow Up 
the Shufeldt Distillery, 
at Chicago. 


The Proprietors Charge the 
Deed to the Whisky 
Trust. 


The Northern Portion of Culcago Shaken by 
a Tremendous Explosion at 6 O'Clock 
This Morning—A Detached Warehouse 
Completely Wrecked and a Large Num- 
ber of Casks Damaged—The Bomb-Throw- 
er’s Poor Aim Averts Greater Damage 


and a Serious Conflagration—The Infernal 
Machine Found—Statement of James D. 
Lynch, One of the Distillery Proprietors. 


CHICAGO, III., December 10.—Spbortly after 6 
o’clock this morning an attempt was made to 
destroy the Shufeldt Co.’s distillery, in the 
northern portion of the city, by means of 
dynamite. Enough facts are not known to 
justify a conclusion as to whether it is the 
work of Anarchists or of some one 
who has a personal grievance against 
the Shufeldts. At the hour mentioned the 
neighborhood was shaken by a tremendous 
explosion, shaking the buildings in the neigh- 
berhood, breaking many panes of glass in the 
surrounding houses and causing people to 
rush into the street | 

IN GREAT ALARM. 

An investigation showed that a bomb had 
been thrown, probably from the street, into a 
detached warehouse used for storing high- 
wines. This building was shat- 
tered, the hoops wera burst off 
many of the casks and the heads of 
some of them were driven in. Very soon 
afterward a package wrapped in paper was 
discovered lying in the street. It contained 
several sticks of dynamite and some fulmi- 
nating caps. A fuse congested with the 
packet showed evidence of having been light- 
ed but had gone out prematareiy. These arti- 
oles are now in the p ossession of the police, 
who are at work on the case. 


THE b 

A jagged Hobo th et square wae 
torn in the roofand in various other ways the 
structure was damaged. An examination re- 
vealed the fact that some person evidently 
standing on the high sidewalk on Hawthorne 
street had thrown upon the low roof of the 
building a ackage of dynamite sticks, 
tied together and attached to a 
fuse, which had been ignited. These 
sticks consist of compressed dynam- 
ite, wrapped in pasteboard and pro- 
vided with fulminating caps. The combina 
tion had exploded and it was only owing toa 
pecullar chance that the entire structure as 
well as the surrounding buiidings were not in- 
stantly leveled. The aimof the man or men 
who committed the deed was evidently to hit 
the skylighton the roof, andthe mark was 
misse by but a tew § feet. Under- 
neath the skylight are eight large tubs 
or vate of highly inflammabie liquor. Had the 
dynamite sticks exploded on the skylight the 
liquor would have been instantly ignited and 
a terrible explosion would have resulted—an 
explosion, Capt. Schaack thinks, of sufficient 
violence to have torn down a score 
of buildings. As it was, the damage was com- 
paratively small. A lot of barrele 
of wines underneath the spot where the 
explosion occurred, had their hoo os torn off, 
but none of the contents was spilled. On the 
roof, about fifteen feet from the spot where 
the first explosi n occurred, was found 

ANOTHER BUNDLE OF DYNAMITE STICKS, 
seven in number. These bad not exploded on 
account of some defect in the fuse, which had 
evidently been ignited. Fortunately no one 
was in the building at the time, and no loss 
of life or limb was caused. James D. 
Lynch, one of the proprietors of the 
distillery, says he believes it to 
bethe work of the whisky trust. We are 
not in the trust, hesaid, and that organi- 
zation has on numerous occasions threatened 
to ‘do us 1 To show you the desperate 
character of the deed let me call your attention 
to the tact that there are 15,000 barrels 
of whisky stored under the roof 
that was torn open, and if these had been ig- 
nited a terrible fre would have been added to 
the horrors of the explosion. One of the 
representatives of the trust was here shortly 
after the explosion, but the feeling among the 
men against his organization wasso great 
that he had to ekip out for fear ot being vio- 
lently dealt with.“ 

THE ‘‘TRUST’’ ACCUSED. 

„There is no doubt in the world that it is 
the work of the trust, said Mr. Lynch. 
They have been threatening us with ven- 
geance for some time past and the 
other day we received word tolook out for 
damage. We supposed they meant to cut 
prices, and we told them to 3 away. I 
never thought they would be guilty of such 
an act as this. 

Was there any cause for the taking of such 
„ measures by the whisky trust?“ 

„Well, I should say there was. Everyone 
knows the war they have waged against us 
without success. They bave tried every 
means in their. power to force us into 
the trust, and ‘they played their last card 
when they froze us out of feeding cattle.

THE HAYTIEN INCIDENT. 


An Interview With Secretary Whitney—Pre- 
paring the War Ships. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 10.—Beyond 
the fact that he had notified the Haytien Gov- 
ernment that its seizure of the Haytien Re- 
public was illegal, and the statement that the 
vessel would be released, Secretary Bayard 
had no information last night to impart in re- 
gard to Hayti. The correspondence, he said, 
would be transmitted to Congress in afew 
days, and until then it would not do 
to give it out. It is not supposed here 
that Secretary Whitney’s trip to New 
York had any particular connection with 
the Haytien expedition. The instructions of 
the department were sent by mall Saturday to 
Admiral Luce. It was not thought necessary 
to send them by a special messenger. 

»The Galena, said Commodore Walker, 
wil be the first ship to sail south- 
ward. She will probably get away 
on Tuesday and the Richmond will 
follow by Wednesday or Thursday. 


The Admiral may go on board either, as he 
may prefer. The Yantic will be a week be- 
hind the Richmond and it will probably be 
New Year’s before the Ossippee gets away. 
But the first ship that reaches Hayti will be 
sufficient to recover the Haytien Republic 
from her captors. The instructions of the 
department have been delivered tothe Ad- 
miral and there will be no more news on the 
matter until the Admiral reaches Hayti.’’

The impression left more by Mr. Whitney's 
manner than by his lanvuage, was that Hayti 
would be compelled to return the seized ves- 
sel, if it was not done willingly,but he thought 
it would be done 2 

Capt. Sumner ot the Galena said yesterday 
that he had not received aailing orders as yet, 
but expected them atany moment. The cor- 
vette is ready for sea. A large number of vis- 
itors went on board yesterday and inspected 
with considerable curiosity the warlike ap- 
pearance of the vessel.

BIRMINGHAM’S BIG RIOT. 


THE SITUATION VERY GRAVE AND THE 
EXCITEMENT INTENSE. 


The Sheriff and Chief of Police Under Arrest 
—4 Report That 1,500 Armed Miners 
Will Attack the Jail—The Military on 
Guard— All the Victims Shot in the Back. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 10.—The situ- 
ation here is very grave and while all good cit- 
izens ho rthe best, the outlook is not re- 
assuring. Haves murder mystery is 
almost forgotten since the greater horror of 
Saturday night. Col. Jones, commanding the 
troops, is reported to have said that he feared 
violence to Sheriff Smith morethan he did 
any further attempt to lynch Hawes. Sheriff 
Smith and David Pruett, one of his chief dep- 
uties, have been arrested on warrants charg- 
ing them with murder. Warrants for a number 
of the other officers have been sworn out, but 
haye not yet been served. The statements 
of the officers and those of men who were in 
the crowd are very conflicting. The people 
who were in the crowd say the officers fired 
first, andthat noone was making an advance 
when the first volley was fired. They claim 
also that the officers continued to shoot while 
the crowd was running away, and several 
men were hit in the back. On the other hand, 


the Sheriff says a number of shots were fired 
from the crowd after the officers ceased firing. 
Smith was arrested by Coroner Labbitt ona 
warrant issued by a Justice of the Peace. The 
affidavit wus made by J. M. McMasters, a 
well-known attorney.

A BIG SCARE.

Representative Seney of Ohio, who has in- 
troduced every year a bili to repeai the 
civil service act, said: ‘‘If the Demo- 
crats had acted in the House as they talked 
on the street—thatisto say, if they had re 
pealed the civil service act—the Democrats 
would have beenon top to-day.

Justice Miller Renders the Opinion of the 
United § Supreme Court Against the 
St. Louis School Board—A Contest of 
Thirty Years at an End—Money to Be 
Paid Back. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., December 10.—The 
Bupreme Court of the United States rendered 
an opinion affirming the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of Missouri in case No. 
40, Wm. Glasgow, Jr., Commissioner, plaint- 
iff in error, vs. John Baker, et al. This was 
an action of ejectment brought by Glasgow, as 
Commissioner of the State of Mis- 
sour, to secure possession of what is 
known as the Lindel! tract in St. Louis. This 
tract formed a part of what were known 
as the Grand Prairie Common fields ana 
was formerly on the outskirts of st. 
Louin, but by tne growth of the city has since 
become the heart of the residence por- 
tion of St. Louis. The suit to-day sought 
to recover about 250 acres owned by 
Peter Lindell, the ancestor of the defendants. 
It was alleged on behalf of Glasgow that 
fhe tract in qvestion formed a part

THE BIRMINGHAM TRAGEDY. 
Searcely any community would be 
proof against such excitements as the 
various incidents of the Hawes tragedy 
ba ve produoed in Birmingham, Ala. 
The sudden disappearance of Hawzs’ 
wife and three little children; his false 
explanations thereof; his immediate mar- 
riage to a young lady in Columbus, Miss., 
upon whom he hed imposed himeelf asa 
bachelor; the discovery of the bodies of 
his first wife and one daughter sunk in 
different lakes, miles apart, the baok of 
the wife’s skull being crushed and the 
body so weighted with irons as to disprove 
the theory of suicide;. all this was enough 
to make his plea that they had been mur- 
dered without his knowledge or consent 
bring a multitude of lynchers about the 
jail. 

When the jail guards fired, killing eight 
and wounding some fifteen others, the 
fact that some of the killed were popular 
and prominent citizens doing their best to 
restrain the mob has very naturally 
wrought the previous excitement up to a 
frenzy, anda regiment of militia is now 
engaged in protecting the jail and the 
Sheriff who ordered the guards to fire. 

The situation is one whivh other com- 
munities would do well to consider coolly 
while they can. Hawes wasin the hands 
of the law with no prospect that any jury 
would take more than five minutes in 
dooming him to the gallows. It was sim- 
ply a question whether he should be hung 
according to law or bya mob. The Sher- 
iff had guards with loaded guns to main- 
tain the law, and it was his duty to do 80 
at any cost ot life. If he was too hasty in 
ordering the guards to fire he is amenable 
tothe laws for his deplorable mistake. 
But if he had been a moment too late in 
ordering his men to fire on the mob as- 
sailing the jail, that mistake on his part 
would have been a still worse one for the 
country. It costs something to maintain 
a government of law, but it is worth all it 
costs.

THe New York Tribune and other Re- 
publican authorities are too hasty in as- 
suming that the census of 1890 and the 
subsequent apportionment will give a pre- 
ponderance of electoral votes to the Re- 
publican States. The most recent esti- 
mate of the population of the United 
States is the careful one given in the New 
York Wortp Almanac for 1888, in which 
the population is stated at 62,914,000.

|FACED HIS TORMENTORS. 


LITTLE WILLIE MAIER EASILY RECOG- 
NISE THE BRUTAL DOG CATCHERS. 


The Men Are Brought Before Him at the 
Third District Station and He Picks 
Them Out Twice From a Crowd—A Dra- 
matic Scene—One Man Missing—Two 
Others Locked Up. 


EARLY 10 a. m. Was 
the hour this morning 
when a dramatic scene 
occurred at the Third 

District Station. Some 
) half dozen men stood 
up in line that little 
Willie Mater might 
identify the two dog- 
catchers who are ac- 
cused of having treated him so brutally on 


October 13 at Tenth and O'Fallon 
streets, while he was returning 
from school. According to the story 


commonly told, three dog-catchers seized the 
little fellow and threw him in among the dogs, 


releasing him only when his ocon- 
dition was pitiable in the extreme. 
This morning City Marshal Neiser and 


Barney Thorman appeared at the Third Dis- 
trict station with two of the dog-catchers, 
Mike Angelrodt and Robt. Guerke, whereupon 
Sergt. Shore immediately set out to 
find the boy. He found him playing at Pohl- 
man’s stables on Broadway, and asked him if 


he would recognize the men who in- 
jured him if given a chance to see 
them. Indeed I would,“ said the 


boy; so the Sergeant hunted up Mrs. Maler, 
and brought 


the little fellow’s mother, 

her along, too. When they reached 
the station, Capt. Boyd, Marshal Nei- 
ser, Barney Thorman, Guerke 


and Angelrodt, and another man who bhap- 
pened to be present, stood in line. 

„Now, Willie,’’ sald the Sergeant you will 
8383 won't you, and not go into another 


The boy nodded, and was taken to where 


the six men were ranged. Mrs. Maier 
looked anxious, and every body 
nervously awaited the result. But 


the boy was not long in identifying the dog- 
catchers. He pointed out Anglerodt and 
Guerke without hesitation,saying: ‘‘There was 
another man, too, but he ain’t here. He was 
a stout man. 

He presumably referred to 

ED. BURKE. 

the man now at the Work- house, who is sup- 
posed to have been one of Willie’s assailants, 
and who will probably be brought to the 
Third District Station for identification. 

The Sergeant was not yet satisfied with 
Willie’s recognition of the two men, and in 
order to be sure, the boy was taken out and 
brought back asecond time, the six men having 
meanwhile changed places. Once more Willie 
selected Anglekrodt and Guerke, without hes- 
itancy, and there was no longer room for 
doubt. The degree of their guilt, however, 
still remains uncertain, no positive proof that 
the boy was actually thrown in with the 


dogs having been produced. Four 
other witnesses were brought to 
the station this morniog. They 


were Mrs. Mary McGinnis of 1235 North 
Ninth street, Mrs. Nellie Finch of 1237 North 
Ninth street, Mrs. Clostameyer of 1235 North 
Ninth streetand Mrs. Niehaus of,1233 North 
Ninth street. They were supposed to have 
seen the outrage committed, but none of 
them could to-day, when confronted with the 
two men accused, recognize either of them, 
with the exception of Mrs. Finch, 
who said she remembered Guerke. 
She would not, however, commit herself to 
the statement that the boy was thrown in with 
the dogs, but said that he had been placed on 
the lid at the rear, where she 
HAD SEEN THE DOG-OATCHERS 

holding him. The boy acted 1 and in- 
telligentiy this morning, and when — 
Shore asked him if he had really 
been put in the wagon, the little fellow 
replied, ‘‘I was too frightened to remember 
just what they did with me. 

Anglekrodt and Guerke were locked up at 
the station, and deny any recoliection of the 
alleged outrage.

There has been some surprise that members 
of the bar upheld the verdict, and, on the oth- 
er hand, there are many who thoroughly ap- 
prove it as the only just verdict that could be 
rendered. . 

Mr. James L. Blair was speaking this morn- 
ing of the interview with ex-Gov. Charles F. 
Johnson, which was published in Saturday’s 
PosT-DISPATCH, and he said: ‘‘Mr. Johnson 
does not state our case fairly, Ithink. He 
seems to presume that the officers who raided 


the house had no evidence and no 
good reason to believe that a felony 
was being committed in the room, 


but he suggests that they acted merely 
on suspicion. They did not. ihey had been 
watching the place for several nights and had 
statements from people who had been in the 
room that there was a game of poker going 
on there,and notan ordinary game. hey 
had information that there wasa reguiar 
gambling-house there such as comes within 
the law Gov. Johnson made himself. There 
was no window from which they could be 
seen as Gov. Johnson suagests. Gamblers 
have outgrown that kind of detective work 
and their rooms now areso situated or pro- 
tected that they can’t be seen at all from the 
outside. 

„„The troublo about getting a warrant for 
gamblers is this: They move about from room 
to room each night, and it is impossibie to find 
out where they will be at a certain time. The 
detectives can get no information of a game 
before 10 or 11 o’clock, because they do not 
begin to play until that time. If ey then 
wait to get a warrant, expecting to go back the 
next night and catch them, they will find that 
their warrant is a last year’s bird’s-nest. The 
detectives can’t get a warrant at that hour of 
the night because a warrant must be signed by 
the President or acting-Presideut of the board 
and neither the Mayor nor their Vice-Presi- 
dent have any office hours at night. One or the 
other ofthem wvuld have to be in his office 
all the time, day and night, if this 
rule was enforced, or perhaps’ they 
are expected to go around with the detectives, 
so as to be on band to “ae the warrants when- 
ever they are wanted. @ can’t leave them 
blank warrants because a warrant must de- 
scribe the premises to be raided, The whole 
thing amounts — to this, that it the ver- 
dict holds and detectives are required to have 
warrants to raid gambling houses, the 
gambiers can shut themselves in their rooms 


and gamble all they please.

THE COMMITTEE OF ONE HUNDRED. 


Another Strange Piea for Purification of 
the Public Schools. 


The Committee of One Hundred for the 
purification of the colored schools met last 
night and there were some speeches which 
were exceedingly interesting. There was a 
lively debate in which a number of members 
participated.

EXCESSIVE TAXATION. 


The Owner of Mine La Motte Objects to 
His Assessment. 


This morning in the United States Cirouit 
Court before Judge Thayer John W. Noble 
presented an application for an Injunction to 
restrain Thomas O’Bannon, Oollector of 
Madison County, from levying on the per- 
sonal property of Rowland Hazard 
at Mine La Motte for taxes. The case is a 
fairly interesting one. The complainant Haz- 


ard lives in Providence, R. I., and owns some 
26,000 acres of Madison County, Mo. 
property includes the town of Mine La Motte, 
10,161.20 acres of pine lands, some min- 
eral and farm lands. There are lead 
mines on this pro y with furnaces and re- 
auction works. In his bill Mr. Hazard oom- 
plains that his pro has been excessively 
taxed, that he has sought to relieve it of the 
burden and is now In court seeking to have 
the tax reduced; but, without regard to the 
proceedings he has instituted, the Collector 
has served notice on him that if in ten days 
he does not pay the tax assessed against the 
property the Collector will seizeon his per- 
sonal property and sell it. 

The complaint is very lengthy, and con- 
tains all the grounds of 0 - 
tion which Mr. Hagard makes to the assess- 
ment. He says he had no notice of the 
assessment and no opportunity to furnish a 
correct list of his real and persona! property; 
thatthe property assess as mineral lands 
Includes the town of Mine LaMotte, 16,000 
acres of land of which only three acres are 
known to be lead bearing, 2,200 Wich show 
mineral indications Dut are not known to be 
lead bearing, 1,000 acres improved farm 
lands, and 1,200 wild, unimproved lands; that 
the assessed value of his property is higher 
than that of other property of the same sors 
in the county.

CANADIAN KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


Efforts to Secure Labor Legisiation by the 
Dominion Parliament. 


elegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTcn. 
yey Ontario, December 10.—Several 
Beading members of the Knights of Labor 
here are interviewing the Dominion Govera- 
ment regarding prospective legisiation during 
the approaching session of Parliament. Gen- 
eral Master Workman Powderly has nominat- 
ed three delegates who will remain here to 
watch legislation in the interest of the order 


duringthe session. All measures requiring 
legislative action in the interests of labor will 
be intrusted to the newly elected labor 
candidate, Lepine of Montreal. Among the 
important measures which will de introduced 
isabill to prohibit foreign labor, similar to 
the alien labor act of the United States; aisoa 
bill to insure to parties guilty of crimping 
sailors atrial by jury and the right of appeal, 
instead of a summary trial before a 
magistrate from whose judgment there 
is no appeal. The Minister of Justice 
admits the injustice of the present act. The 
Minister of Marine bas requested the Knigbts 
of Labor to take hold of the prosecution of 
several vessel owners who are known to have 
sent unseaworthy ships to sea during the past 
season, thus recognizing and admitting on be- 
behalf of the Government the merits of the 
order, which the Knights believe is a big 
point gained. An effort will also be made to 
secure the appointment of a board 
of arbitrators to whom ali matters of dispute 
between labor and capital will be referred. On 
this point there ie doubt as to how the ju- 
risdiction ot such a court could constitution- 
ally extend. The order complains that out of 
111 acts passed last session not one bull offered 
any protection to workingmen.

HAVANA, December 10.—The court that had 
charge of the investigation of the Sanudo 
murders at the time ofthe arrest of the vic- 
tims’ son-in-law confiscated in the name of 
the law over one hundred houses, valued at 
$600,000, aleo their estimated rent of $3,000a 
month. The money scized was to the amount 
of $332,000, consisting of gold, bank-notes and 


old silver dollars, all having been found in 
the house where the victims were murdered. 

The money was deposited in the Hacienda 
government tax offices. A decree appeared in 
the official papers yesterday by which the 
courtreturns to the legitimate heiress, the 
victin’s only daughter, Maria de Regia Sanu- 
do, all the proverty seized. Yesterday this 
enormous fortune was taken from the tax 
offices, loaded upon four carts, accompanied 
by a strong guard of soldiers and deposited in 
the Spanish Bank of Havana to the credit of 
the orphaned daughter. 

The Government of Cuba was so hard pushed 
for money that it had been obliged to borrow 
from the Spanish Bank of Havana $600,000, to 
be paid, with interest, ont of taxes to be paid 
to the bank for the account of the Government. 
A Custom- house Inspector on duty bere got 
involved witha merchant named Pavon.
